‘Bee Colony Requires 4@ Pounds - of 
Stores. 


Success in wintering bees depends 
upon (1) the strength of the colony, 
(2) the quantity and quality of -win- 
ter stores, and (3) the température 
and humidity of the air in the cellar. 
Every colony must possess an abund- 
ance of young bees. If some have 
failed to rear sufficient bees in the 
fall they should be united with each 
other until colonies of the requisite 
strength are obtained. It is, useless 
to put away weak colonies in the fall 
and t to take out worth while, 


colonies in the spring. 


-Eeually important -is the quantity 
and quality of stores. To be on the 
safe aide eyery colony.-sheuld have 
40 pounds of stores; either white 
honey or sugar syrup.: On an average 
bees wintered on natural honey lost 
twice’as heavily as those wintered on 
sugar syrup:

Cottage Cheese Easy to Make. 

On “most farms there is produced 
considerable skimmilk. It is fed to 
calves, hogs or chickens, while little 
thought is given to its value as hu- 
man food on the farm. One form of 
utilizing this valuable food in the 
household is as cottage cheese, or 
Dutch cheese, 

Cottage cheese contains all of the 
proteins of milk and a little fat. It 
contains more protein than most 
meats and the cost is very alight. 
Each pound of cottage cheese con- 
tains about oné-fifth of a pound of 
protein, most of which is digestible. 

Thig food alone is delicious and 
palatable, and it may be made more 
so by adding a little sweet or sour 
cream, salt, chopped onion, and pl- 
mentos. It may be used in sandwiches 
and salads, and served with fruits, 
jellies and.nuts. As a meat substi- 
tute cottage cheese rolls make a 
pleasing dish. 

Cottage cheese may be made tn any 
home by permitting the milK to sour 
natwrly until it curdles or clabbers. 
Cut the ¢urd_into fine pieces with a 
knife and cook slowly over a slow 
fire, preferably at the back of the 
stove, imntil. the curd contracts and 
wheys off. Remove the whey, wash 
with cold water to firm the curd and 
wash out sOme of the acid taste. 
Place in colander or ang in a cloth 
sack to drain. After cooling and 
draining it is ready for \the table. 
It requires no curing. 


Any-one who likes game birds to 
eat, such as quail, grouse and pheas- 
ant, can have a supply of meat just 
as good as any of these by raising a 
few guinea fowls. Guineas hunt the 
own feed nine months in the year, 
and are as good as a watch dog to 
raise an alarm when something goes 
amiss.

An even, 
reasonable temperature -must be 
maintained in order that the bees 
may not break their winter cluster. 
Proper ventilation is required in or- 
der to prevent accumlation: of mois- 
ture and to aid in maintaining the 
aeeded temperature as well as ade- 
quate supplies of air. Dryness is re- 
quired or the bee-bread combs will 
mold, some of the be: will fer- 
ment and the bees will be uneasy,

Montreal, Que.—Another cargo $f 
British Columbia lumber is now en 
route to Montreal from Vancouver via 
the Panama.

The fishy flavor and odor in butter 
has, in. some isolated cases, been 
found to be due to the cows paatur- 
ing in marshes which are periodically 
flooded by the tide and on the grasses 
of which small crabs and dried or de- 
cayed remnants of shell fish and of 
other fish are found.

For sufficient pieces to be, 
equivalent to a good-sized cake of soap, 
I use about a quart and a half of 
water. 

After this is thoroughly melted I 
remove from the fire and stir into it 
three or four tablespoonfuls of kero- 
sene. When well blended, I pour the 
mixture into glass containers having 
covers. 

This paste is excellent for cleaning 
water marks and other stains and dirt 
from bathtubs, lavatories and porce- 
lain sinks, and I keep a jar of the 
paste near at hand for these pur- 
poses. It cleans without the hard rub- 
bing that one finds necessary with 


time. This is not only a neat way to 
darg, but a durable one as well.

How Cameras Help Doctors. 


Photography is receiving the atten- 
tion of doctors as a means of early 
diagnosis of smallpox and other dis- 
eases involving a rash. 

Photographs of children have shown 
the symptomatic measles rash devel- 
oping under the skin days before it 
was visible to ths eyes. 

“1 have been able to tell in advance 
by means of photography that child- 
ren were sickening for measles,” sald 
a London practitioner. 

“This method should be valuable fn 
smallpox cases. People in contact 
with known cases could be photo- 
graphed before any rash develops on 
the outer skin. If the camera reveal- 
ed the disease on them, they could be 
removed to isolation before they be- 
came infective.”
